The opening meeting in connection with the 
annual conference of the Catholic Truth Society 
of Ireland was held last night in the Mansion 
House, Dublin, His Eminence Cardinal Logue 
presiding.

THE CHAIRMAN. 

Cardinal Logue, in his opening address, de- 
sired to make a strong appeal te those present 
and their friends to make a special effort io 
come to the assistance of the Catholic Truth 
Society. lú was a Society that had done great 
work from tbe beginning. He was absent trom 
only one of its meetings, and he had attended 
simply because he felt that the work of the 
Society was contributing most effectively to the 
| efforts of the bishops aud priests to keep ihe 
young people here in Ireland what they ought 
to be. There were dangers before them. They 
were going through a terrible crisis at the pre- 
sent time. The war, which he hoped would soon 
end, would bring evils of every kind. The 
whole world, was upset. Men’s ideas were run- 
ning in channels in which they never ran before, 
and when the minds of men got loose in fhis 
way they wére not likely to run in good channels ; 
but one of the safeguards that they had in 
this country, if they took advantage of it, was 
the work of the Catholic Truth Society. He had 
had the opportunity within the past few days cf 
seeing a statement of the affairs of the Society, 
and if they did not make an effort there was a 
danger that it would become less effective and 
less successful than it was in the past. The 
number of members was not se large as it onght 
to be, and he strongly appealed for an increased 
| membership in order that the efforte of the 
Society might be as effective as possible in the 


dangerous times ahead. 
LIBERTY AND LABOUR. 

The Rev. T. Finlay, 8.J., in the course of an 
interesting paper on “ Liberty and Labour,” 
said that self-determination was the freedem for 
a nation to choose its own form of government 
| and determine the conduct of its public affairs. 
What a nation claimed for itself against other 
political communities the individual claimed for 
himself within the community of which he was 
'a member. National freedom did not by any 
|'means carry with it individual liberty. 
He defined liberty as the power to act according 
to one’s own Choice, to choose for one’s self, 
and give effect to the choice in action; and 
pointed out thaí wealth gave its possessor more 
effective control of his fellows than did offices 
of State. If the wealth created within a cor- 
lmunity was gathered under the ownership of a 
small sectien. and if the sources f-om which that 
wealth was drawn were also their property, the 
rest of the community necessarily became de- 
pendent on them for the means of subsistence. 
was especially true of the class whose only
